It 
could have been that the man looking like Oswald had hidden 
after leavxig the ^Grassy Knoll area and then nade his get 
away, but the point _ of his looking like Oswald would 
be more signif icant in associating him with the D. Building 
and enabling him to be there without attracting attentiaa 
as to a strange ft ace.
